They have forwarded recently the sum of $8,000, to 
be used in the general work of the Parent Society. 


E have pleasure in stating that the Rev. 

Henry Otis Dwight, LL.D., who has been 

serving most acceptably in special work con- 
nected with the Anniversary Year, will continue his 
services for one year from April 1st. Dr. Dwight has 
prepared a number of leaflets giving a résumé of vari- 
ous aspects of the Society’s work during the past 
ninety years, under the following headings: “ Bible 
Work in the United States”; “ Among the Auxilia- 
ries’’; “ Bible Work Abroad,’’ and “Among the Ine 
dians.” These pamphlets can be furnished in reason- 
able quantities for distribution and will repay careful 
perusal. 


R. HYKES and his co-laborers in China have a 
_good right to be satisfied with the results of the 
year. Although the appropriation for China was 
reduced at the beginning of the year, the returns 
show the direct issues of the Society to be nearly 
100,000 volumes in excess of any previous year, reach- 
ing a grand total of 625,852 volumes. A large portion — 
of these are single books, but the proportion of Bibles 
and Testaments is a good one. We make a distinc- 
1ion in our records between issues and circulation, 
only a portion of any single year’s issue getting into 
actual circulation in that year. The circulation, how- 
ever, for the first time in the history of the Society, 
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has exceeded half a million—537,304—volumes, Else- 
where will be found some extracts from Dr. Hykes’s 
annual report, every word of which is well worth 
reading and pondering. 


HE last word from Japan tells of an application 
for Gospels to be given to the famine sufferers 
in the north. The American Bible Society has 

sent 10,000 Gospels to be usedin that way. Work 
amongithe wounded soldiers also continues as before, 
but not.on quite so large a scale. 


HE fury against Bible work of some people 

calling themselves Christians is often noticed. 

It comes as a surprise, however, in an outbreak 
of Greeks in the island ot Cyprus, where the British 
occupation during twenty-five years has' brought to 
the Greeks the only religious liberty they ever had. 
The Rev. Walter McCarroll, missionary of the Re- 
formed Presbyterian Church, writes to Olive Trees, 
the organ of the missionary enterprise of that church, 
describing a furious mob consisting of some two 
thousand Greeks which attacked the house of the 
Protestant preacher in Famagusta, in the island of 
Cyprus, on February 8th. Eminent Greek lawyers 
and other leading citizens made addresses to the 
mob, inciting them to see to it that no one in that 
town could become an evangelical and continue one 
with impunity. The mob then began to stone the 
house, broke into the chapel and the Bible depository, 
and tore to shreds all the Bibles and Testaments. 
They then attacked the shop of a Protestant nearby 
and wrecked it utterly. The stoning of the preacher’s 
house continued for more than three hours, the police 
being utterly unable to control the mob. Asa result 
of this lack of protection from the police the Protes- 
tants have been ordered by the government to leave 
Famagusta, so for the present the evangelical cause 
is obliterated in that town, snuffed out like a candle, 
and the Bible depot no longer exists, nor is there a 
Bible for sale in that part of the island. The mob 
seem to have been very much of the same quality as 
the mob in Ephesus when they shouted “Great is 
Diana of the Ephesians” for two hours, without 
knowing very much of the reasons which impelled 
them to come together. 


HE annual report from Korea, like that from 
China, is of special interest this year, when 

- Korea is still so much the object of general atten- 

tion and interest. The whole report is of fascinating

bt will be impossible for me to raise sufficient funds to 
oay for the entire Bible, but perhaps by close economy 
can buy one volume.

If you 
will kindly answer my queries and render me what 
assistance you can conscientiously give, so that I may

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It is’ needless to say that we thank God because 
good people have placed it within our power to give 
this lonely blind man the New Testament in raised 
characters, without cost to him, Perhaps our readers 
know that the United States Government carries read 
ing matter for the blind by mail without charge. 


Gis oe who carry on poultry farms have 
invented a way of settling, a part at least, of 
the question of contributions to different phases 
of God’s work. According to this method, eggs laid 
on Sunday are deemed to be holy to the Lord, and 
their money value is put into a box by itself. When 
any appeal tor contributions is made, the amount of 
money in the Lord’s box and the relative importance 
of the cause that is asking aid decide very quickly the 
answer to be made to the appeal. Two Christian 
ladies who keep fowls, write us that, regarding Sun- 
day eggs as our Lord’s emergency money, they have 
dedicated to the spread of the Bible the first dollar 
trom these eggs. They send it along, wishing it were 
more, but assured that God has more somewhere else 
and will send it also to the aid of the Bible Society. 


HE Daily Mercury, of San José, California, some 
months ago, made a canvass of the bookstores 
of that city. To the surprise of the canvassers, it 

was found that the Bible, never boomed and rarely 
advertised, has a steady sale in San José which in the 
aggregate far exceeds that of books whose praises 
men write up so cunningly as almost to force them 
upon the public, 

‘¢ When we take a new book,” said one of the book- 
sellers, “for the first two months there will be a great 
number of copies sold; then it is dead. But the 
Bible is never dead. People would say that Bibles 
are slow stock, but the most popular novel does not 
command a sale in any way approaching that of the — 
Bible.” ; 

Having had their curiosity aroused by what they 
learned from the bookshops, the reporters went to the 
Public Library. There they found that occasionally 
a copy of the Bible is taken out under the same con- 
ditions as other books, and that three or four copies 
are in constant demand for reference purposes. 


i _ THE FORMATION OF THE SOCIETY IN A MAGAZINE OF THE DAY. 


[N the number for June, 1816, of Zhe Panoplist 
there is an article announcing the formation 
of the American Bible Society. Our readers 
be glad to see the very words in which a 


a 


contemporary journalist describes the event. We 
quote the,main points of the article as follows : 


“ Our readers have ‘been! informed that a meeting 
of delegates from Bible societies was to be held in 
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New York on the 8th ult. for the purpose of taking 
into consideration the duty and propriety of forming 
a National Bible Society. On the day appointed the 
delegates convened in the Consistory Room of the 
Reformed Dutch Church, when Joshua M. Wallace 
Esq., of New Jersey, an Episcopalian, was chosen 
President of the convention, and the Rev. John B. 
Romeyn, ot New York, and the Rev. Lyman Beecher, 
of Connecticut, Secretaries. 

“The meeting was then opened with prayer by the 
Rev. Dr. Nott, President of Union College. Forty- 
eight gentlemen appeared as regular delegates from 
twenty-nine Bible societies in the States of Massachu- 
setts, Connecticut, New York, New Jersey, Virginia, 
North Carolina, and Kentucky ; and twelve gentlemen 
as authorized, though informally, to represent six 
other societies, or a number of members thereof in 
New Hampshire, Massachusetts, Connecticut, and 
New York, and to represent the Society of Friends. 
Other Bible societies expressed their approbation of 
the design in writing, without sending a delegation. 

“ The subject was opened and freely discussed, when 
it was 

**“*Resolved unanimously, That it is expedient to 
establish without delay a general Bible Institufion for 
the circulation of the Holy Scriptures without note or 
comment.’ 

“A committee of eleven was appointed to prepare 
the plan ofa constitution and an address to the public ; 
and the convention adjourned to Friday the roth at 
tr o’clock a. m.

A BIBLE SECRETARY IN A LAND WITHOUT THE BIBLE. 
A BRIEF VISIT TO MEXICO. 
By William Ingraham Haven. 


N the April Record 1 gave some of my impres- 
sions of the most charming country that lies 
nearest neighbor to us on the south. I spoke 

of it as a land without the Bible, I would-not modify 
that statement in the least, and yet I desire to give 
witness to the fact that even in this land the Bible has

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discussed, considered by paragraphs, and adopted ) 
unanimously. An address was reported by the same 
committee, which was unanimously approved.” 

The Panoplist here gives the constitution of the 
Society in full. After the adoption of the constitu- 
tion the convention proceeded to choose thirty-six 
Managers for the year ensuing, according to article 10 
of the constitution. : 

“ After due notice of their appointment, “ continues 
The Panoplist, “the Managers met in the City Hall on 
the 11th and proceeded to choose officers of the So- 
ciety. Information of this choice was com-— 
municated to the convention by a committee of the 
Managers. 

“ The convention having previously resolved that 
the first annual meeting of the American Bible So- 
ciety be held in the city of New York, and the busi- 
ness being now accomplished, their meeting was 
closed with prayerjby the Rev. Mr. Wilmer, and the 
convention was dissolved.” | 

On the Monday following the meeting of the con- 
vention, that is to say, on the 13th of May, 1816, was © 
held what we might call “a ratification meeting.”’ 

The Panoplist says: “At this meeting (at the City — 
Hall) it is supposed fifteen hundred citizens assem-_ 
bled. Onthe motion of the Hon. Smith Thompson, ~ 
Chief Justice of the State, the Mayor of New York was _ 
called to the chair. It was then moved by the Hon. 
Jonas Platt, a Justice of the Supreme Court, that this 
meeting cordially approve the constitution of the ~ 


American Bible Society. This motion was ably sup-— 


ported by the mover in a speech of some length. The — 
motion was seconded by the Rev. Dr. Nott, who ad-~ 
dressed the meeting in an eloquent manner. The ques- © 
tion was put and unanimously decided in the affirma- 
tive. It was next moved by George Griffin, Esq., 
‘that this meeting will zealously support the American E 
Bible Society.” The motion was seconded by Peter 
A. Jay, Esq. These gentlemen also addressed the 
meeting with propriety and effect.’’ 

““*The meeting,’ says the editor of the Commercial 
Advertiser, ‘was conducted and concluded with a 
decorum, harmony, and unanimity which it 1s to be 
hoped will always characterize the meetings of Amer- 
icans for promoting the best interests of mankind.’ ”

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had its triumphs, and I have faith to believe that it is 
yet to become a Bible-loving nation. 
In the earlier days there were some among tha 
priesthood that followed the conquerors who had fa 
genuine regard for the spiritual welfare of the people. 
The noble mural painting in the most sacred churec 
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bf Guadalupe, picturing the conversion of the Indians, 
sestifies to something other than simply a victory for 
the temporal government of Spain. One of these 
priests, a hundred years and more after the coming 
bf the Spaniard, kept a diary of his journey from 
ilexico to Rome. 

I saw his manuscript, from which was transcribed 
und translated this record: ‘‘On my arrival at Cadiz 

was met by the Brothers of the Corvent of the 
Sacred Heart, who im- 
mediately took me with 
them to the great building 
which was their home. 
Here, before even I could 
rest, I must needs tell 
hem of my journey, and 
more especially of my 
-ommunion with the 
strange peoples of the new 
country. 
_“T described my voyage, 
id told them of my 
urney among the Indian 
tribes of Mexico. The 
‘ethren were surprised 
t these strange men, 
yhom they had imagined 
nsters, should have 
en so like children. I 
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told them of my reading to them those passages of 
the Holy Scriptures which I deemed good for their 
needs, and how they received the story of the 
Saviour, even as our little ones receive it. 

“My Brothers also greatly rejoiced that I had con- 
verted so many of these ignorant people to the true 
faith, and listened with delight as I spoke of the 
redmen abandoning their war-clubs for the cross, 
and their stone idols for the unseen God of us all.” 

This naive record of the year 1699 does not, how- 
ever, tell of any such purpose to give these Indians 
the New Testament for themselves as moved John 
Eliot in his ministry of a similar period in New Eng- 
land. 

Triumphs of the Bible. 

It was, however, something ; and just such a priest- 

hood existed in rural regions in later days when the 
United States entered into war with Mexico. 
{Our soldiers were followed by our Bibles. Earnest 
spirits in Pittsburg, Pa., raised considerable sums to 
send boxes of Bibles to Vera Cruz, both for the use 
of the soldiers and the people of the country. One 
of the stories that I heard in Mexico was of the ship- 
wreck of the vessel on which were these Bibles, and 
of the drifting of the boxes on to the shore, where 
they fell into the hands of priests, who treasured them 
and gathered groups of people to whom they read 
them, and distributed them, Thirty or forty of such 
groups were formed. In one of these groups was a 
Godly woman, stirred to her heart’s depths by the 
truths of the Scriptures. She, like Hannah, was led 
by this to dedicate her son to the Lord, and this lad, 
thus nurtured, is nowjthe jeading Mexican minister of 
the Presbyterian Church in Mexico, a veritable evan- 
gelist of power, known as the Moody of Mexico. 

Wonderful is this grip which the Bible has upon 
hearts that come into contact with it. 

While in Mexico I visited the annual conference of 
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the Methodist Episcopal Church, which was held in 
Orizaba. In the conterence Sunday morning love- 
feast, which is the dynamo of Methodism everywhere, 
they were talking on the text, ‘‘This is a faithful say- 
ing and worthy of all acceptation, that Jesus Christ 
came into the world to save sinners.” One of the 
ministers said that just a little while before, in the 
city where} he ‘lived, aman who was dying sent for 
him, and when he arrived said to him that he did 
not want the priest, but he wanted to know about a 
verse in the Bible that he had read thirty years ago 
and that he had turned away from, but that,had never 
been altogether forgotten, about ‘‘Jesus Christ coming 
into the world to save sinners.” ‘‘ When,” said the 
minister, “I found that text and read it to him again 
and again, his heart 
turned toward it and he 
entered into great 
peace and joy before 
his death.” 

So the old Book has 
its power in this land as 
in all lands. In fact, 
this very conference, 
representing six thou- 
sand church members, 
is itself the harvest of 
the sowing of the Bible. 
Nearly every one, if not 
all, of its preaching 
places in the republic 
owes its origin to the 
Bible sown by colpor- 
teurs in their self-deny- 
ing journeys throughout 
that land. 


A Reception and Union 
Service. 

I had the especial pri- 
vilege of meeting in the 
capital itself the repre- 
sentatives of this Bible- 
loving Protestantism. A 
reception was tendered 
to Mrs. Haven and my- 
self at the Union Church, of which the Rev. W. E. 
Lawson is the courteousand wide-awake minister. This 
is the church with which the Rev. Mr. Hamilton was so 
long associated during his development of our A gency 
in Mexico, and with which Mrs. Hamilton and his 
children are now connected. Gentlemen and ladies 
from a half-dozen English-speaking congregations in 
this rapidly growing city were present, and I heard 
from all of the influence of Protestantism in this city 
and of the strategic value of the present day. No- 
where did I hear a pessimistic note. 

On Sunday evening, February 15th, a union serv- 
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ice was held in the auditorium or covered favo of 
the Young Men’s Christian Association, the English- 
speaking association, for there is also a flourishing 
Spanish association in the city. A large company 
gathered, and a most representative company. Pas- 
tors of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, of the 
Presbyterian and Baptist Churches, and members of 
the Methodist Episcopal Conference took part, and 
I was given a delightful opportunity of speaking on 
our work and its relation to the living problems of 
the present day. The Rev. Dr. Brown, of the Presby- 
terian Church, followed with a regular Methodist ex- 
hortation, in which he paid a remarkable tribute to 
the Bible and the Bible Society as factors in the 
awakening life of Mexico. A generous collection 
was taken under his 
leadership, to forward 
the work at their doors. 
In spite of incalculable 
difficulties there has 
been gathered and 
trained a Protestant 
membership of over 
. twenty thousand souls 
in Mexico, and this_ 
means a Protestant 
population of from sixty 
to one hundred thou-- 
sand. Splendid schools — 
have been opened, some > 
of them the equal of 
the finest educational 
institutions of the na-— 
tion, Everywhere the 
principle of a free” 
church in a free land 
has been not only stated — 
but exemplified. ; 
And all this work 
takes its rise in and it- 
self advances the circu- 
lation of the Scriptures. 
We present in this 
number of the Record 
the picture of the 
veteran translator, the 
Rev.H. B. Pratt, whose Modern Spanish Bible is one o 
the chief weapons of our warfare for liberty. Many still 
prefer the old Valera version, a translation going bac 
to the days of the Reformation, but there is an increas- 
ing interest in the Version Moderna of Mr. Pratt. Wha’ 
a joy it must be to be the author of a translation of the 
Scriptures that is a leaven of liberty to many people.

THE ANNUAL REPORT FROM CHINA— 
SOME EXTRACTS. 

E wish the readers of the Record could have 
before them the whole of this report, and so 
they can, a little later, if they will take the 

Hpaple to write for our Annual Report when it is pub- 

iished later in the year. Meanwhile we can only give 

seme extracts. Dr. Hykes begins with an enlighten- 
rng prelude on the general condition of China—the 
disturbances, the development of national feeling, the 
inew stirrings of liberty and enlightenment, and the 
relations of the government to the situation. He 
then refers to the decree issued by the emperor, as 
‘follows : 


The following decree issued by the emperor on the 
6th of March, 1906, will be read with a special in- 
terest: 


“SPECIAL DECREE OF THE EMPEROR, STATING THAT 
THE IMPERIAL GOVERNMENT HAs ALWAYS BEEN 
ANXIOUS TO PRESERVE CORDIAL-AND FRIENDLY 
RELATIONS WITH FOREIGN COUNTRIES, A MATTER 
WELL KNOWN TO THE WHOLE EMPIRE : 

“ His Majesty is, however, grieved to hear that many 
rumors have recently sprung up in which it 1s declared 
that disturbances are in the air, and that something is 
to be done against foreigners. In view ot these ru- 
mors, great alarm and unrest have arisen amongst the 
people, and an investigation into the matter shows 
that these rumors are the work of traitors and wicked 
persons who desire either to create suspicion in His 
Majesty’s breast against his friends, or to stir up the 
anger of the people against them. These under- 
handed and treacherous methods touch the emperor’s 
honor and may disturb the s¢atus guo to a no small 
degree. It therefore behoves His Majesty to issue a 
plain and clear declaration to the world in order to 
dissipate the suspicions and unfounded alarm in the 
breasts of all. His Majesty therefore declares that the 
difficult crisis through which the country is passing is 
just the time that he is looking forward to the support 
and friendly co-operation ot China’s neighbors and 
other countries. Can it be possible that in face of 
this there should be any intention on the part of the 
Imperial Government to disturb the peace and cause 
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to take him out to do more work in order to 
strengthen him with the precious experience of per- 
secution.” Now persecution is unfailing in its nour- 
ishing of the true faith. Bibles were burned in Lon- 
don where now the British and Foreign Bible Society 
has its seat. The time may not be so far distant 
when even in Mexico itself there shall be a society 
for the giving of the Bible to far distant peoples. 
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infinite harm to everyone concerned? His Majesty 
therefore calls upon all his ministers and officials 
everywhere to exert themselves to govern righteously 
and with justice, so that substantial benefits may ac- 
crue to the people and the country become gradually 
wealthy and strong.” 

Our work has been conducted without interference 
or opposition except the slight interference occasioned 
by the boycott. This affected us only in the Kwang- 
tung Province, and referenceis made to it in the re- 
port of Mr. Alf, our superintendent there. It is 
notable that the people who refused to buy the books 
did so, not because they were Scriptures, but because 
they bore the imprimatur of the American Bible So- 
ciety on the title-page. : 

Translation and Revison. 

The report then takes up the general subject of 
translation and revision and gives the following quo- 
tations from a letter by the veteran missionary, Dr. 
C. W. Mateer, a member of the Committee on the 
Mandarin Union Version. This committee was ap- 
pointed as a consequence of the Shanghai Conference 
of Missionaries, held in 1890. Dr. Mateer writes as 
follows : ; 

When, after the conference, the committee began to 
look ‘around for qualified men, they found that the 
number was limited ; also that the qualified men were 
busy men, immersed in various kinds of work, which 
they could not, or at least would not, lay aside at 
once. Even when the Translation Committee was 
finally secured the men were found to be so mortgaged 
to other work that they could only give a portion 
of their time to this. During the years (ten) that the 
translators have been at work two have left the mis- 
sion field, one has died, and three have resigned. The 
committee consists at present of five members, of — 
whom two are English and three American. These 
things account at least in part for the seemingly long 
delay in getting through the New Testament. This 
work was completed last year after six annual meet- 
ings of from three to five monthseach. The fact that 
only at the first meeting were all the members pres- 
ent shows something of the vicissitudes of missionary 
life. Only Dr. Goodrich and myself have been pres- 
ent at all the meetings of the committee. 
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The fact that the Mandarin is a spoken language, 
more or less imperfect and having a variety of dialects, 
has greatly increased the difficulty of the work. It 
has been no easy thing to secure men properly ac- 
quainted with the various dialects involved. The 
great importance of the Mandarin Bible is evident 
when we consider that the number of people who can 
and before long will use it, is greater than that of any 
other translation of the Bible in the world. The popu- 
lation of China is at least 380,000,000, and of these 
fully 260 oco,ooo speak Mandarin. This is nearly if 
not twice as many people as speak the English lan- 
guage. 

Bishop Schereschewsky’s Version. 

Dr. Hykes continues giving more notes as to vari- 
ous other versions—notably Bishop Schereschewsky’s 
and that made by the martyred Dr. Chestnut, of the 
Presbyterian Mission : 


Easy Wenli—Bishop Schereschewsky’s references 
for his version of the Bible in Easy Wenli were prac- 
tically finished at the end of the year. Under date of 
December 1st he wrote: ‘‘My own work goes very 
slowly. However, as you know, the Old Testament 
was finished some time since and the New Testament 
will be completed in about a month.” 


Mandarin. —The references for the Mandarin Bible 
are finished. Thus, to the venerable oishop and un- 
equaled translator of the Bible into the Chinese lan- 
guage belongs the honor of having made the first 
reference Bibles in any Chinese dialect. 


Sam Kiong Colloquial. 


The gospels of Mark, Luke, and John were translat- 
ed during the year. A melancholy interest attaches 
to this version because the translation was the work 
of Miss Eleanor Chestnut, M. D., of the Presbyterian 
Mission, who was massacred at.Lienchow on the 28th 
of October. With regard to this version, Mr. Alf 
writes as follows : 

“Sam Kiong is a very small place in the indepen- 
dent pretecture of Lienchow, in the extreme north- 
west of Kwangtung. It is situated on a small branch 
of the Lienchow River which empties into that river 
at Lienchow City. It is quite near Hunan. It is about 
300 miles distant from Canton by boat. Two of my 
colporteurs are working in that neighborhood. My last 
trip in the country was to that district. The Presby- 
terian Mission has an extensive work at Lienchow and 
Sam Kiong. It is estimated that 300,000 people speak 
and understand this dialect. Miss Eleanor Chestnut, 
M.D., has done most of the translation work. While 
I was up there we dedicated a fine large’church, and I 
was invited to speak of the work of the American 
Bible Society, during which meeting I had a native 
preacher read a part of the Sermon on the Mount 
from the gospel of Matthew in this same dialect, 
which seemed to give a very good impression.’” 
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The only other extract we have space for is a brief 
portion of Mr. Gammon’s report, which, in common 
with those of the other superintendents, is included | 


in Dr. Hykes’s general report to us: 


Gammon. | 


For many years our work has consisted largely of 
creating a demand for the Scriptures. The past two 
years have found us unequal to supplying the demand 
existing. The question was formerly, How many 
people may be urged to buy? To-day we face ques- 
tions of a far diflerent nature. How many books can 
we supply? How many men to distribute them? 
Only the answers to these questions ‘set the limit to 
our opportunities. Estimating (liberally) that the | 
three societies circulate 2,000,000 Scriptures a year, 
and that every book is’ read or seen by four people, ~ 
we have still 392,000,000 people unprovided for! Over 
four times the population of the United States with- 
out a complete copy, a book, a chapter, or a page of | 
the Bible among them! It is true there are many not 
prepared to buy, but there can be no doubt millions 
exist who cannot buy because they cannot be reached. 

So great were the demands upon us, so many and 
so rare the opportunities, that our native staff was in- — 
creased during the first half year from thirteen to } 

q 


twenty men; and on July 1st we engaged nine more, 
finishing the year with twenty-nine. The new year 
we begin with thirty-one native colporteurs—and find 
even this force greatly inadequate! At such a time — 
the news that the Society is short of funds for the © 
work is practically depressing. It means not only — 
inability to increase the number of workers and pub- ~ 
lications, but a probable necessary decrease in both. — 
To cut down the work ata time when there is call for — 
extension and increase everywhere cannot but prove 
discouraging, especially when the native work is so 
economically done. In no other country could this 
work be more cheaply or more able conducted. 

Early in December a tour in Manchuria was made 
and I was able to gather some valuable information 
and to plan for possible extension of our work in that 
province, which has an area of 400,000 square miles 
and an estimated population of 12,000,000. Through | 
the kindness of the Japanese military authorities I 
was permitted to visit battlefields, including Port Ar- 
thur, to inspect Dalny, where from 2,000 to 6,000 troops . 
are daily being dispatched for Japan, and to travel 
some five hundred miles on the military railways, 
The trip occupied sixteen days and was exceedingly 
interesting and profitable, in spite of intense cold and 
considerable inconvenience in traveling. There are 
great possibilities for our work in Manchuria, and in 
whatever manner the Japanese may assume control 
there in future and influence trade, it is certain that 
they will offer no obstacles to our working there in 
perfect freedom. ; 

We are still hoping that provision for a new Bible 
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suse in Peking may be made. This important 
pot is far from being a credit to the Society at pres- 
and is in need of extensive repairs ; so much so, 
vat the cheaper plan is to build a more suitable place. 


XTRACTS FROM THE ANNUAL REPORT 
FROM KOREA. 

MI"; MILLER tells the story of Korea, alluding 
first to the natural conditions prevailing and 
then taking up our own affairs: 

“The late war has left its effect upon Korea. In 

e crisis she finds herself crushed, humbled; and

mut of her humiliation comes the cry : ‘ We have lost 
yur power, our name, our life; we have all become 
is dead men. The demons have betrayed us, and 
he spirits of our ancestors, where are they? England 
ind America will not come to our assistance. To 
whom shall we go? To whom shall we look for life 
ind light? To China? No. We have had her Con- 
ucianism and letters for thousands of years, and in 
hem there is no hope. Japan offers us her schools, 
f we pay for them, for the study of her language. 
‘rom whence did the ‘‘ Cut-your-hair, progressive 
varty’’ take its rise? And the “ Don’t-cut-your- 
air, get-power, wear-a-medal-and-your-future-is- 
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assured party ” spring from?’ During the past year 
those associations have spread throughout this part 
of the country, with the result that the Koreans see 
in them the embodiment of all their own craft and 
falsehood, and they say, ‘All these in character are no 
better than what we already possess.’ 


Colportage. 


“Side by side with these, the colporteurs have 
been presenting to the people the gospel of Jesus 
Christ, and telling them that God will give light to 
those in darkness, life to the dead, and pardon to the 
vilest sinner, and that the King of kings and Lord of 
lords invites all that are heavy laden to come unto 
him and he will forgive and receive them, and to 
those who believe he will give a new heart, a new life, 
a new name, a new light, a new King and kingdom; 
with the result that in the markets, where only a few 
books could be sold in former years, now it is the 
colporteur’s joy to see his sales increase a hundredfold. 
Daily the hearts of the people are turning Zionward. 
Several Korean officials have said to me that the 
sentiment among their class was now set on the 
Christian doctrine. They are buying books and much 
interest is being manifested by them all.” 

Colportage for the Koreans and by the Koreans has 
met with signal success during the year, and from all 
sides come the encouraging reports of the blessings 
that have followed the work of the colporteurs. The 
increase in their sales is not only owing to the low 
price of the Scriptures, but to the changed attitude of 
the Korean toward these things. Where before there 
was a stolid indifference to the message of the colpor- 
teur and his books there is now a welcome for them 
both. The Korean is awakening out of the sleep of 
ages and is buying Christian books as never before. 
There is a dissatisfaction with the past, and the out- 
look into the future is drear indeed, but with a 
hungering for better things and a willingness to, at 
least, buy the books and investigate the truths therein 
contained. The colporteur has often found people 
asking for books where in previous years they scorn- 
fully refused to look at them or listen to his message. 

We are glad that the time seems to be here when 
the colporteur is to meet with more encouragement 
in his work than he has ever done before. He deserves 
it. For years he has had hard, up-hill work in every 
way, and even to-day his position is by no means a 
sinecure. He is often obliged to travel in all kinds of 
weather with his pack of books on his back, forced to 
eat badly cooked food, and sleep in dirty, vermin- 
infested inns. Add to these the scorn of the scornful, 
the insults of the rough, and the hundreds of annoy-— 
ances that are put in his way by the thoughtless and 
careless,’and it will be seen that not only must the ~ 
colporteur be a man with a strong body, but with a 
strong character before he is willing to endure such 
hardships for Christ’s sake. : z 
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Missionary Testimonies. 

The Rev. J. L. Gerdine, of the Methodist Episcopal 
Mission, South, Wonsan, who often accompanies his 
colporteurs on their trips, writes: 

‘‘ A method I have used with success has been to 
load a donkey, and, accompanied by one or two 
colporteurs, go from village to village off the main 
road, where, after preaching at some central place, 
the Scriptures were offered for sale. At such times 
there would be an eager demand tor them, the diffi- 
culty being to provide books to meet the demand. 

‘On one trip in new territory we offered Gospels 
for sale in a large magistracy, where the story of life 
had never been heard. Our remnant of about one 
hundred copies were soJd in about an hour. I have 
since visited that place and found a congregation of 
about sixty, with their own church building and as 
earnest and enthusiastic a group as I have seen in 
Korea. The eagerness with which they bought the 
Word on our first visit seemed an index to the way in 
which they received the truth [when they understood 
its meaning.” 

The Rev. F. S. Miller, of the Presbyterian Mission, 
Chungju, finds that his colporteur is not tied to any 
hard-and-fast rules in introducing his books, but ‘has 
various ways of persuading men to take his leaflets 
and buy his books. On one trip, when I accompanied 
him, he had a donkey named Skylark, which was 
given him by a consecrated American schoolteacher. 
Skylark liked paper. So when a man refused one of 
Yo’s leaflets, Yo pulled a spoiled and crumpled one 
out of his pocket and handed it to Skylark. Skylark 
ate it like a goat, and Yo, turning to the man, said; 
“See, the donkey has more sense than you; he takes 
what is offered him.’ The chances are that the ice 
was broken and the man bought a book before he 
said, ‘Go in peace.’ ” 

In the south, in Kyeng Sang Province, the same 
good work is being done by our colporteur. The 
Rev. R. H. Sidebotham, of the Presbyterian Mission, 
Fusan, gives the following account of the man under 
his supervision : 

“Mr. Chang, our colporteur, was at the market in 
Chogei City. A man came forward and bought two 
Gospels, and entered into conversation. It appeared 
that ten months before he had bought two Gospels, 
and, after reading them, became convinced that they 
were a good message to him. He believed in secret. 
Twice as the colporteur had come to Chogei he had 
bought more books, but this time he wanted to get 
the whole story correctly. So he said, ‘Please come 
to my house to-night and bring your friend along,’ 
for Mr. Yi was helping Mr. Chang proclaim the gos- 
pel, although Mr. Yi was not drawing any salary. So 
going to the house that night, thev were surprised to 
find the man knew quite a good deal of the Scripture 
story. On the wall were some funny papers. ‘What 
are these?’ they asked. ‘Those are prayers. The 
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Gospel said I must pray, and I supposed that was the 
way to pray. Do not the people who do this doctrine 
pray by these papers on the wall ?? And they taught 
him the real inwardness of prayer from the heart. 
They urged him to let his light shine, for as yet he 
was only a secret believer. After some persuasion 
he went out and brought insome friends. They, too, | 
heard gladly. For ten days Mr. Chang and Mr. Yi 
preached in that house when they were not out in the : 
villages nearby, and they lett five men definitely — 
promised for Christ. 

“ Hearing that there was a man in the village of 
Oktu, three miles away, who was interested, they - 
sought him out. He proved to bea gentleman, but © 
his interest had been exaggerated. However, they 
proceeded to interest him, and soon his sarang [guest- 
room] was overflowing fwith other gentlemen, real 
yangbans [high-class], who wanted to meet the two | 
guests. And they poured out the truths of salvation — 
so well that the Spirit came down in power, and ina 
few days thirteen men were pledged for Christ, all — 
yangbans, several of them scholars. “Such an in-— 
gathering was never known in South Kyeng Sang © 
Province. And this in! a country where}there was © 
not one believer. 

The Rev. W. G. Cram, of the Methodist Episcopal — : 
Mission, South, Songdo, gives a like testimony to the : 
effectiveness ot his colporteurs: : 

“ The colporteur has been the instrument by which — 
the church has been established and preserved. He 
is the one who has brought the church out of heathen- — 
ism. Just one incident will suffice to illustrate the ’ 
kind of work which has characterized the work of the 
colporteur as I have seen him. In the northern 1 
county of, the province otf Kang Won there is a Ko- 
rean village numbering at least eight hundred houses. 
Some colporteurs, accompanied by the Rev. C. T. : 
Colyer and Mr. Hugh Miller, about five years ago, in 
making a tour of the country, went into the village 
and preached and sold quite a number of Gospels, 
The people received the Word gladly, but for five 
years the village was left uncultivated because of 
needier work nearer home. This large village was” 
called to my attention, and I decided to send a col- 
porteur there to live. Just four months after he went 
into the village there sprang up a church which num- 
bered at least fifty. Now, after only nine months, 
there is a list of probationers in this village number- 
ing two hundred. This is the work of the colporteur. 
and this is only one incident of many. He isa nec- 
essary adjunct to our work, not only in the matter of 
spreading the gospel itself, but he is also the factor in 
the establishment of the church. God bless the col- 
porteur and the people who enable us to keep him at 
work by their unstinted contributions.” 


; Bible-Women. a 
While this important branch of our work is not as 
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fatistactory as we would like to have it, progress has 
een made during the year. The difficulty of procur- 
ag able-bodied, efficient women is great, because of 
ne custom that prohibits young women, or even wo- 
nen in the prime of lite, trom traveling, and also the 
act that few, comparatively few, can read before they 
ome in contact with the truths of Christianity and 
mter the church. Often do we hear that women who 
ave become Christians, when urged to learn to read, 
eclare that it is a hopeless task to try to do it, for 
iit cannot be done.” If this spirit is still true of those 
Who have come under the influence of the foreign 
eacher and who have felt the claims of Christ, it is 
ot to be wondered that the Bible-woman finds it dif- 
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ficult to sell her books to those who have not felt 
those influences. For why should they buy the books 
if they cannot read them? Then, when the offer is 
made to teach them to read, comes the reply: ‘‘ We 
are too busy to learn. We have no time to study. 
We have no sense.” In spite of the untoward condi- 
‘ions from which the Bible-women must be taken and 
‘aught, of the difficulties in their way, they have done 
10t a little toward the hastening of the coming of 
: iets kingdom in this land. When we remember 
whence the Bible-woman comes and to whom she 
| oes, we can have nothing but good to say for them. 
Heart do better than allow the superintendents 
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of these women to speak of their work. I will begin 
with the loving tribute Mrs. McRae, of Hamheung, 
pays to her Bible-woman : 

“T wonder if one does not need to be alone in a 
heathen city, almost a hundred miles from the nearest 
foreign woman, fully to appreciate native Bible-wo- 
men! What their help and companionship has meant 
to me under these circumstances it is impossible for 
me to express. 

“Martha Pak was as truly my dear friend and fel- 
low-worker as if her skin had been white and her lan- 
guage my native tongue. The Lord called her home 
early in August after half a year of almost perfect 
service. Like Paul, ‘I thank God on every remem- 
brance’ of her, and tears, more of joy than of pain, 
come as | think of her earnestness, her charming per- 
sonality, and untiring zeal in tne Master’s service. In 
two months she sold about four hundred Gospels, 
which used to be considered a good year’s sale in this 
province. 

“Backward and forward among crowded markets 
and country villages she went with willing feet, often 
blistered and raw from the rough straw'shoes. After 
a day in the woman’s market I have found her pros- 
trated with weariness, yet never once did I hear a 
word of complaint. She was surely ripe for the king- 
dom ‘But,’ you will ask, ‘have you seen any fruit 
Not many days ago Hanna (Miss 
Robb’s Bible-woman) returned from a country village 
which Martha had previously visited, selling seventy 
or more books in two days. There was then one 
Christian and his family, now twenty meet together 
for worship, and of these, several told Hanna that 
Martha’s Gospels had been the means of bringing 
them to Christ. 

“‘T thank the Bible Societies for one of the best 
friendships and sweetest memories that can ever form 
a link in the chain that binds me to Korea.” 


POWER OF THE WORD IN CUBA. 

R. McLAREN, our Agent for the West In- 
dies, sends us the following significant inci- 
dent, illustrating the comforting power ot 

God’s Holy Word, unaccompanied by other missions : 


On the evening of Sunday, February 18th, there 
was a very interesting service in the Congregational 
Church at Matanzas, Cuba, ot which the Rev. E. P. 
Herrick is the pastor. In this church, on Sunday 
mornings, is held a highly appreciated service for 
English-speaking residents and visitors. The eve- 
ning service is in the Spanish language, and is for the 
benefit ot the Cuban congregation. The service upon 
this particular evening was made memorable by the 
solemn setting apart to the office of deacon of a young 
Cuban named José Mufioz. He, with his wife, had 
some time previously separated themselves from the 
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Roman communion, and, confessing their faith in 
Christ as their Saviour, had, with their two children, 
received the ordinance of Christian baptism. 

The story of Mr. Mufioz’s conversion is a fresh illus- 
tration of the great blessing which so often attends 
the simple reading of the Word of God. He was a 
student in a Havana college for the training of youths 
for the Roman priesthood. The Bible was an abso- 
lutely prohibited book to all the candidates. One 
day in a second-hand bookstore he picked up a book 
which he thought wasa breviary, but which proved 
to be a Holy Bible. Perhaps because it was a for- 
bidden book he bought it, and read it in secret. And 
here, in this sacerdotal school, pervaded as it was 
by influences hostile to the Gospel and without hu- 
man aid, he was led to the knowledge of Jesus Christ 
and to the joyful acceptance of him as his only and 
his sufficient Saviour. 

Of course, he soon renounced his candidacy for the 
priesthood. His father being warmly devoted to the 
Roman Catholic faith, the son did not see his way 
clear to a public identification of himself with the 
Protestant Church till the father’s death. He is now 
a teacher in a public school at Matanzas. 

It is earnestly hoped that this young man, so emi- 
nently fitted by his talents and education for wide 
usefulness, will ultimately be led to devote himself to 
the service of God in the Christian ministry, 


A ZULU TAUGHT BY THE BIBLE 


NORWEGIAN horse-jockey wandered to Cey- 
lon, fell in there with a missionary of the En- 
glish Friends, and was converted. In telling of 

his adventures, he mentioned an instance of the work, 
done by the Zulu Bible in South Africa, The story-is 
all the more valuable because it is out of the beaten 
track of missionary work, bringing evidence from 
outside, as one may say,°of the effectiveness and 
beauty of the Gospel. We condense it from the 
March number of Our JMssions, the organ of the Eng- 
lish Friends’ Missionary Association. 

The Norwegian said: ‘‘ When I left Delagoa Bay 
for the Transvaal, I was knocked out on the road by 
a bad attack of malarial fever. 1 spotted a block- 
house by the river and managed to carry my kit into 
it, unrolled my blankets and lay down. I got really 
very bad, and must have been in the block-house 
some hours, when a young Kaffir came in and said to

E trust our readers will be as interested as we 
are in the following typical letters which have 
“come to us during the past month. They 
illustrate very well the kind and quality of the support 
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me, ‘What are you doing here, baas (boss)?’ I said, 
‘Tam not well.’ He ‘felt my head and said to me, 
“Come to my hut, baas.’ I was so bad I could not 
walk, When he saw that he said, ‘Wait a bit’ Then 
he lifted me up in his strong arms and carried me to 
his hut. Heset me down outside for awhile while 
he went in and fixed up a hammock, and in that he 
gently laidme and made me very comfortable. He 
then made me some strong tea,without sugar or milk, 
and gave me a large dose of quinine. Afterward he 
said, ‘I’m going to the block-house for your kit, 
baas ; I won’t be long.’ So I fell asleep and must 
have slept all night. 

“ Next morning when I woke he had ready another 
dose of quinine and some rice and a little condensed 
milk, which he had scraped out of atin. Then he 
said, ‘How feel, baas?’ I said, ‘ Not well, old, man.’ 
Then he said, ‘Are youa Christian, baas?’ I looked 
at him and answered him quite carelessly, ‘Yes.’ 
And he said, ‘So am I, Are you a Protestant or a 
Catholic ?’ I said I was a Protestant, and he said, ‘So 
am IJ, baas.’ Then he looked up at me from the floor 
where he was sitting with his heel in a large box in 
which he had been making snuff and said, ‘Shall I 
read my Bible to you, baas?’ I said, ‘If you like. I 
can’t understand your Zulu language.’ He said, ‘Oh, 
never mind, baas, you can understand a little. I am 
sorry I can’t read the English book for you.’ After he 
had finished reading, he put the book away and said, — 
‘Well, baas, 1 am sorry I have no money to get things $ 
for you, but I can get credit at Mr. Hineman’s. I can 
get you some milk.’ But I said, ‘Never mind; I have 
money.’ So I gave him some money, which he used — 
very carefully and bought me whatever he thought 
was good for me to eat. - After five days the fever left 
me and I was able to get about again. He was very. 
glad. And when I said good-by to him I put .a 
pound into his hands, and he said,‘ Never mind, baas.’ 
Then he looked at my hands and, seeing they were 
hard from blisters, he said, ‘You poor man, bas, 
you work very hard,’ and he refused the money. He 
was a Zulu of about seventeen years of age. He had 
done everything possible for me; why, I could not 
imagine.” 

We know, if the horse-jockey did not, why the 
Zulu acted the good Samaritan toward the wanderer 
of an alien race. The wild Zulu had been changed by 
reading the Bible which our supporters have done so 
much to print and circulate in South Atrica. :

Thank 

ou for your prayers for me. I must tell you about. 
ne young man I have sent tracts to; he is now study- 
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ing for the ministry, and howjI praise the Lord’s dear 
name for one precious soul saved by my feeble effort. 
Blessed be God. I do love the work. 

My heart and prayers are in the Bible Society, and 
I am anxious to spread the knowledge of the blessed 
work throughout the land. 

I sent some of the tracts to a friend who had writ- 
ten to me, and she sent to the Bible House some 
money herself, and collected several dollars. I just 
tell you this so youcan tell the Record what the poor 
little cripple girl is doing for the dear Society. 
Please don’t think me boasting. I always stamp on 
all tracts and papers: “Read and Pass-on Club, I. H. 
N.,” and ask God to direct the way in which it shall go. 

And yet one more: 

Iam an old soldier. At the close of the war the 
Ladies’ Soldiers Aid Society, with some money they 
had on hand before disbanding, very kindly made me 
a member of the American Bible Society.

THE PIQUA (FEMALE) BIBLE SOCIETY. 

HE Piqua (Ohio) Femaie Bible Society cele- 

brated its eighty-eighth anniversary on the 

fourth and fifth of March, 1906. The annual 
sermon, which discussed methods of meeting diffi- 
culties in the Bible, was delivered by the Rev. C. W. 
Naumann on the evening of the fourth, and the busi- 
ness session was held upon the fifth. The president 
of tne society, Mrs. Jane W. Jones, made an address 
emphasizing the work wrought by the Book for all 
women. The society has been carried on by the 
mothers of three generations and has done an im- 
portant work in Piqua since it was founded—the first 
benevolent institution in the town. The work of the 
society during the year has comprised the visiting of 
families and the supply of the destitute with Scrip- 
tures. It has included, also, the supply of Scriptures 
to convicts in the penitentiary through the chaplain, 
and the society has also participated in the general 
work of the American Bible Society by its contribu- 
tions. The society knows how to retain the sym- 
pathy and interest of the community, and several of 
the churches of the town make regular contributions 
to its treasury. en fine

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY. 
HE stated meeting of the Board of Managers 
was held in the Bible House Thursday, April 
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5,41906, Theophilus A. Brouwer, Esq., Vice-President 
of the Society, in the chair. 

The Rev. Dr. Fox read the 144th Psalm and offered 
prayer. 

Among other matters presented and acted upon 
were the following : That an edition of not more than 
one thousand copies of the Winnebago Scriptures for 
the. Indian tribes speaking that language be printed. 

An appropriation of $375 was made to pay the inci- 
dental expenses of the Rev. W. C, Wilcox of South 
Africa for the current year, engaged in the revision of 
the Zulu Scriptures. 

The Rev. Dr. H. O. Dwight, who has been assist- 
ing the Secretaries in the sending out of appeals and 
the=preparation of literature connected with the An- 
niversary Year, was requested to continue his serv - 
ices for one year from April 1, 1906. 

On the recommendation of the Rev. Mr. Loomis, 
the Bible Society’s Committee in Japan, as reported 
by him, was duly approved. The Board was in- 
formed that the report of the Philippine Agency had 
been received, showing that the circulation for the 
last year had reached 107,915 copies; and from the 
Rev. Mr. Carrington, in Siam, showing that the circu- 
lation had reached 40,620 copies in that country, 
making a total since the Agency was established in 
Siam of 440,640 copies. 

The Board took action in reference to the Virginia 
Bible Society, accepting the amended proposals laid 
before them by the Committee on Auxiliaries, to 
whom they had been transmitted by that Society. 
By these proposals the Board of Managers of the Vir- 
ginia Bible Society becomes the Consulting Board 
of the American Bible Society for the State of Vir- 
ginia ; the Secretary to be the agent of the American 
Bible Society, his salary and office expenses to be 
paid by it, and he to be appointed on the nomination 
of the Bible Society of Virginia. 

_In view of the improved condition of the treasury, 
on the recommendation of the Committee on Distri- 
bution, the following increased appropriations were 
made for the various Foreign Agencies of the Society, 
inclusive of those already made, as follows: West 
Indies, $6,000; Mexico, $18,000; La Plata, $14,000; 
Brazil, $14,000; The Levant, $33,000; Siam and Laos, 
$3,000; China, $34,000 ; Japan, $5,000; Philippine Is- 
lands, $8,000 ; the appropriation for Korea was for the 
present deferred, In addition to these, the following 
appropriations were made: To the American Board 
for Austria, $400; to the Presbyterian Board of For- 
eign Missions for Persia, $2,000; to the Methodist 
Episcopal Missionary Society for east Central Africa, 
$40; for Sweden, $50; for Italy, $400; tor Switzerland, 
$300 ; for Germany, $1,000; to the International Young 
Men’s Christian Association, Scriptures for use in 
Panama, $22; to the Foreign Board of the Reformed 
Dutch Church, for Arabia, $500; to Mr. A. Forder, 
for work in Arabia, not to exceed 200. 
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The Secretaries*report the following consignments 
to Foreign Agencies during the month of March 
under previous appropriations : 

To the Brazil Agency, 3,875 volumes, value $892.97; 
Cuba Agency, 2,400 volumes, value $283 42; Japan 
Agency, 1,550 volumes, value $292 67; La Plata Agen- 
cy, 8455 volumes. value $1,527.57; Levant Agency, 180 
volumes, value $44 35; Mexico Agency, 55 volumes, 
value $5.86. Total volumes, 16,465; value, $3.046,78.
